THE TROUBLE WITH INGALLS.

Amusement and instruction mingie in
the announcements from political sources
East and West that if ex-Sepator Ingalls
had not, as one statement of §he ease puts
it, been guilty of “cowardly desertion of
his party principles,” no one else would
have been econsidered in the appointment
of a successor to Plumb. But as Ingalls
turned his back on his party the Governor
of Kansas declares he is shut out of the
competition,

This is especially interesting because
the alleged “cowardly desertion™ con-
sisted in a single spesch by Senator Ingalls
at the close of his term, in which he ex-
pressed grave doubis as to a policy of
legislation and admimstration which

the few at the cost of the masses, The
fact that this was clearly a case of death-

flopped back very nearly into line, does
not eondone his sin with his Republican
censurs. But such a eriticism is remark-
able in its allegation that the policy of
creating millionaires by legislative and
corporate favors—which Ingalis tardily
and weakly antagonized—rests on party
principles. 1f this were trne the fact
would be a good deal more severeson the
Republican party than on Ingalls,

Soch talk is all the more striking by its
contrast with the laudations which the
same party organs are giving to the mem-
ory of the dead Senator Plumb. The fact
is that Plumb went miles further out of
the party lines than Ingalls did. He op-
posed the McKinley bill ina speech and
voted aguinst it on final passage, while
Ingalls carried it through. Had Ingalls
gone the same length to catch the tide of
public unrest he might have been Senator
to-day; but the McKinley bill would prob-
ably not have passed.

These facts show that the real trouble
with Ingalls is that of all men who have
suffered defeat.  Politicians cherish
neither hopes from nor mercy for a politi-
cal lame duck.

WILL NOT GO BACKEWARD.

The persistent antagonism of certain
classes of Democracy b the financlal sys-
tem created by the war administration is
illustrated by the introduction by Senator
Harrils, of Tennessee, within two weeks
of the opening of Congress, of a bill “to
repeal all laws discriminating against the
circulation of State banks.” As there are

lation of State banks, but simply a law

culation, the Senator's purpose is evi-
dently to restore the old state of bank
inflation, when a man who had a dollar
bill in one State did not know what it
might be worth in another. If it would
not be an equal diserimination to enact
that sll State bank bills should be of a
eolor, shape and texture radically different
from the nationpal currency, such a pro-
viso would render Senator Harris' propo-
sition comparatively innocnous. It might
even, if it were not for the principle of
the thing, be worth while to pass his bill, "
in order to have a practical demonstration
of the way in which peopie would refuse
to be imposed on by payments in uncer-
tain State bank paper.

Senator Harris makes the mistake com-
nron to the Bourbon class of supposing
that the wheel of progress can make revo-
lutions backward. The people of the
United States will never return to the
fluctnating and local State bank after a
quarter-century’s experience of a paper
jssue national in its standing and assured
in its value,

A COMPANION PICTURE, ~

If that fellow feeling which makes us
wondrous kind has its influence on com-
munities, Allegheny county’s affections
should flow out joward Berks county.
Both have had recent discoveries concerm
ing the management of their jails which
shonld make them feel like brothers in
misfortune. J

S0 far as the face of the returns indi-
eate Berks county had a more flagrant case
of entirely rotten jail managemernt than
Allegheny county: but, then, Berks had
the advantage, or fisadvantage—as yon
jonk at it—of an investigation in open
eourt, in which all the details were brought
out for the edification of the public.
While some of the Allegheny jail subor-
dinates were reported to cast the eye of

| their society in the cup which both cheers |

favor on certain prisoners the warden of
the Berks jail was shown to have enjoyed
and inebriates. If any notorious convicts |
did not walk out of the Berks prison it |
must have been because they considered |
it altogether too comfortable and festal a
residence to quit.

Allegheny and Berks also share the joy
of having cleaned out the old-fail man-
agement and put in new men. If they
will both profit by the lesson of the neces-
sity of constant inspection to prevent the
growth of abuses and detect inefficiency,
they will be making the best use of the
scandals.

The fact Is that things which are
true in the absiract are not =0 often lutile
in » practienl sonxe as we fmagine, Our ob-
Jeetions to thelr nppllestion in practice fre-
quently arises from thelr milirating against
sumue vested wrofiz, which we often have an
interest in muintaining. To reony to your
statement, lot mesay that the fact that ma-
chinery is disuased tmplies that conditions
have mnde it economically unproductive.
To tux such machinery wounld only add a
furthicr obstucle to ite nse and pegravate the
conditions which yender it idle; and if the
X be great enough, would even canse the
owners 1o destroy . Now (f the term “idle™
be applisd to land economically unpro-
ductive—thar s so sitnuted tgu what
is  passible tor Inbor prodtios
on it is insufMicient to aTord the avernge rmie
of wuges tosuch lhibor—to tax sugh lan@
wounld only serve to keep it out of nse longer
thun 1t otherwise would be. Thus it is
enslly seen “in the abstract” that to make
such n “diseriminntion’” wounld be folly.
